Only Seventeen Members at the Count 
Yesterday Who Were Present at the 
Famoa. Coutrtl—Senator Morgan Aban­ 
dons His Canal Bill—Postoffice Appro­ 
priation Bill. 


W ashington, Feb. It.—The electoral 
vote* of the 46 states of the Union were 
formally counted at the joint session of 
the bouse and semite held yesterday for 
that purpose, and Vice President Stev­ 
enson proclaimed the election of Mc­ 
Kinley and Hobart as president and vies 
president resistively. 
The galleries of 
the house were thronged. 
Many dis- 
tingui*h<*d parsonages witnessed the 
count, among them Ambassador Pat­ 
en! ot re and Chancellor Rouve of the 
French embassy, Mr. Chat Chung of the 
Chinese legation, Baron Von Th oilman,

There are few’ St. Louisans who know 
that rat catching is an established busi­ 
ness in this city. And few’er know that 
considerable ingenuity enters into an 
adept practice of the craft. 
Venerable 
house wives recall how, a generation 
ago, there were some queer character» 
who contracted to rid places of the ro­ 
dent pests by all manner of means, from 
ordinary legerdemain to the extraordi­ 
nary method of the Pied Piper of Harne- 
lin. There were other», too, who hired 
out intelligent ferrets to exterminate 
rnts. 
But the advance of civilization 
has had its effect on the scienoe of rat 
oatching, and even in that branch of in­ 
dustry mechanical contrivances have 
supplanted manual work. 
C. P. Johnson is probably the leading 
rat catcher of S t Louis. 
His traps are 
not cheap trifl* a, and there are many 
persons who hire him to set the con­ 
trivances in their places, paying 6 cent» 
for each of the little pests that is cap­ 
tured. 
Th® largest restaurants afford 
Johnson considerable work. 
But the 
hotels, which would naturally be ex­ 
pected to offer a favorable field for 
Johnson’s work, do not figure as among 
his good patrons. 
He says that the ret 
is one of the most cautious of animalSf 
and that the meddlesomej$pss of hostelry 
attaches prevents successful trap setting 
in hotels. One big dowm town establish­ 
m ent was rid of 53 rats in erne night. 
Both Johnson and Henry Hein attend 
to the former’s traps. They make daily 
rounds, setting the contrivances or dis­ 
posing of the captives. 
When a land­ 
lord wishes his place rid of rats, ho in­ 
forms Johnson of that portion of the 
bouse where the little animals do most 
of their foraging. 
For the first night or two the trap i» 
get there in such a manner that the rats 
can nibble the bait and afterward es­ 
cape. On the day that Johnson finds all 
the cheese arid crackers in the boxlike 
contrivance have been devoured during 
the night he attaches an auxiliary trap, 
into which the captive rats are to be 
forced out of the view of prospective 
prisoners. Thus fully 100 rats can be 
caught in one trap in one n ight 
Johnson says that he doesn’t contract 
to entirely rid a place of rats. He thinks 
be * ‘knows as much about the business 
as any one else” and says that when 
the rodents have firmly established 
themselves in a house it is almost im­ 
possible to drive them out. A ferret, he 
aays, might utatroy the nest and the 
trap catch all the rats in the house, but 
if the locality is particularly favorable 
for rodent light neighboring pests are 
most likely to move Into the place. 
“ Times are changed,” said an old 
timer. 
“ I remember when a man had 
to work a sight harder than he does 
cow before he’d get several pieces of sil 
ver for 24 hours’ rat catching. In those 
days these newfangled traps weren’t 
known. 
“ There used to be a fellow living 
down on the levee that knew more about 
rats than a jockey knows about race 


The common earthworm, despised by 
man and heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfills a part in nature that would a«em 
incredible but for the facts revealed by 
the patient rod long continued research©« 
of Darwin. “ Worms,” says Darwin, 
“ have played a more important part in 
the history of the world than most per­ 
sons would at first suppose. ” Let n» 
follow Darwin and fee how thi* appar­ 
ently insignificant creature has changed 
the face of nature. We will first consider 
the habits and mode of life of the earth­ 
worm. As every one knows, the worms 
live in burrows in the superficial layer 
of the ground. They c ^ live anywhere 
in a layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several month a 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very cold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. 
The bnirows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in small cham­ 
bers in which they can turn round. 
The burrows are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiofly by 
the earth being swallowed. Large quan- 
ties of earth are swallowed by the 
worms for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable m atter contained in it, on 
which they feed. 
The earth thus swal­ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, forming 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obtams food and at the same 
tim e excavates its burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, maiDly for food, but also to 
plug the mouths of the burrows for the 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially ffeti 'They will also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night 
The earthworm has no eyes, hut is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. 
The whole body is sensitive to 
touch. 
There appears to be some sense 
of smell, but this is limited to a certain 
articles of food, whioh are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, iu 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm aopears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way in which 
it draws the leaves into its burrow«, al­ 
ways judging which is the best end to 
draw them in by. This is remarkable ?n 
so lowly organized an animal, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organi­ 
zation. 
For instance, the ant cax often 
be seen dragging objects along traversely 
instead of taking them the easiest way.

But the science of rat catching has 
fewer exponents than has the art of rat 
killing. Housekeepers are not generally 
anxious to have the little animals about 
them, and hence they pay more attention 
to the ways of exorcising the pests than 
they do to means of capturing them. 
; 
In addition to the time worn scheme 
of poisoned bait, there are a number of 
unique plans that are operated from 
; time to time by landlords who have lost 
' patienco with the domestic marauders. 
An ingenious individual some time ago 
devised a plan of painting a captive rat 
w ith a phosphorescent preparation and 
then turning it loose. The released rat 
would return to its nest, and there it» 
effulgent coat would frighten the othei 
I rats out of all their instincts save that 
of fear. 
There would be a pelimell fight, and 
as rats go in droves the painted rodent 
would run in their midst, increAsing 
their fright and hastening their flight. 
Some one suggested that the little ani­ 
mals would either run themselves to 
death or continue their chase until 
dawn, when, in the sunlight, the phos­ 
phorus would lose its brilliance. Even 
Iu the latter event the little animals 
would have left their previous haunts. 
It is known that rat« despise the odor 
of turpentino- Some housewives, \vhen 
bothered by the domestic pests, catch 
one in a trap, and, after bathing it in 
turpentine, release it. This plan is said 
to iiave almost as efficacious an effect as 
the phosphorescent paint. 
There are some persons who claim 
that belling a rat w ill drive its com­ 
rades from their n est As a usual thing, 
however, 
the bell beoomes detached 
from the pest to which it was tied be­ 
fore the desired end is attained. 
But a 
strong wire is expected to ciroumvent 
such a contl ogenqy.—8h Louis Globs* 
Democrat.

brought to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such as stone«, rocks, etc., lying on th8 
surface will iu course of time becoma 
gradually buried in the grouud. Owing 
to the burial of stones and other object« 
by the action of worms, ancieuf monu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
other objects of antiquity have been pre­ 
served. 
These 
have been 
gradually 
buried by the worms and so preserved 
from the destructive eff ect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of the ac­ 
tion of worms found, to which action 
their preservation was mainly due. The 
sinkiug of the foundations of old build­ 
ings is due to the action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unless the 
foundations are laid lower than the 
level at which the worms can work— 
namely, about eight feet below the sur­ 
face. 
Auother useful effect produced by 
worms is the preparatiou of the soil for 
the growth of seedlings. By their agenoy 
the soil is periodically sifted and expos- 
td to the air, and iu this way is able to 
retain moisture and absorb soluble sub­ 
stances of use for the nutrition of plant* 
—Knowledge.

There are few S t Louisans who know 
that rat catching is an established basi­ 
leus in this city. And fewer know that 
considerable ingenuity enters into an 
adept practice of the craft. 
Venerable 
housewives recall how, a generation 
ago, there were some queer characters 
who contracted to rid places of the ro­ 
dent pests by all manner of means, from 
ordinary legerdemain to the extraordi­ 
nary method of the Pied Piper of Horne­ 
ll n. There were others, too, who hired 
out intelligent ferrets to exterminate 
rets. 
But the advance of civilization 
has had its effect on the science of rat 
catching, aud even in that branch of in­ 
dustry mechanical contrivances have 
supplanted manual work. 
C. P. Johnson is probably the leading 
rat catcher of S t Louis. 
His traps are 
not cheap trifle s, aud there are many 
persons who hire him to set the con­ 
trivances in their places, paying 5 cents 
for each of the little pests that is cap­ 
tured. 
Th® largest restaurants afford 
Johnson considerable work. 
But the 
hotels, which would naturally be ex­ 
pected to offer a favorable field for 
Johnson’s work, do not figure as among 
his good patrons, 
He says that the ret 
is one of the most cautious of animals, 
and that the meddlesomeness of hostelry 
attaches prevents successful trap setting 
in hotels. One big down town establish­ 
ment was rid of 58 rats in one night. 
Both Johnson and Henry Hein attend 
to the former’s traps. They make daily 
rounds, setting the mnt.riranees or dis­ 
posing of the captives. 
When a land­ 
lord wishes his place rid of rats, he in­ 
forms Johnson of that portion of the 
house where the little animals do most 
of their foraging. 
For the first night or two the trap is 
set there in such a manner that the rats 
can nibble the bait and afterward es­ 
cape. On the day that Johnson finds all 
the cheese and crackers in the boxlike 
contrivance have been devoured during 
the night he attaches an auxiliary trap, 
into which the captive rats are to be 
forced out of the view of prospective 
prisoners. 
Thus fully IOO rats can be 
caught in one trap in one night 
Johnson says that he doesn’t contract 
to entirely rid a place of rata. He thinks 
be “ knows os much about the business 
as any ono else” and says that when 
the rodents have firmly established 
themselves in a house it is almost im­ 
possible to drive them out. A ferret, he 
says, might destroy the nest and the 
trap catch all the rats in the house, but 
if the locality is particularly favorable 
for rodent light neighboring pests are 
most likely to move into the place. 
“ Times are changed,” said an old 
timer. 
“ I remember when a man had 
to work a sight harder than he does 
now’ before he’d get several pieces of si I 
vor for 24 hours’ rat patching. In those 
days these newfangled traps weren’t 
known. 
“ There used to be a fellow living 
down on tile lev*'© that knew more about 
rats than a jockey knows about race 
horses. 
He had a partner, and both of 
them worked all kinds of schemes on the 
little creatures. 
These two men had a 
way of spreading bait on a cellar floor 
ami then sneaking in on rubber boots. 
Oue of them carried a sack and a qumi 
pair of tong a 
The other had a bulls- 
eye lantern with a sliding panel. 
“They’d sit in the dark as quiet as a 
graveyard until the rats commenced 
fighting and quarreling or until they 
knew the place was full of the varmints 
“Then the lantern would be turned 
on suddenly, and the rats, who are as 
afraid of light as I am of ghosts, would 
stand stock still. 
The man with the 
tongs—and ho was quicker than greased 
lightning—would pick up the pests and 
fire them into the sack before the little 
things knew what was up. 
Sometimes 
they’d bag as many as 40 at a crack, 
but at other times tho rats would be­ 
come accustomed to the light and scam­ 
per away before 20 of their comrades 
Dad been nabbed.” 
But the science of rat catching has 
fewer exponents than has the art of rat 
killing. Housekeepers are not generally 
auxions to have the little animals about 
them, and lienee they pay more attention 
to the ways of exorcising the pests than 
they do to means of capturing them. 
In addition to the time worn scheme 
of poisoned bait, there are a number of 
unique plans that are operated from 
time to time by landlords who have lost 
patience with the domestic marauders. 
Au ingenious iudividual some time ago 
devised a plan of painting a captive rat 
with a phosphorescent preparation and 
then turning it loose. The released rat 
would return to its nest, and there it* 
eff ulgent coat would frighten the othei 
rats out of all their instincts save that 
of fear. 
There would be a pellmell fight, and 
as rats go in droves the painted rodent 
would run in their midst, increasing 
their fright aud hastening their flight. 
Borne oue suggested that the little ani­ 
mals would either run themselves to 
death or continue their chase until 
dawn, when, in the sunlight, the phos­ 
phorus would lose its brilliance. Even 
in the latter event the little animals 
would have left their previous haunts, 
j 
It is known that rats despise the odor 
I of turpentine- 
Some housewives, when 
bothered by the domestic pests, catch 
one in a trap, and, after bathing it in 
turpentine, release it. This plan is said 
to have almost aa efficacious an effect as 
the phosphorescent paint. 
There are some persons who claim 
that bolling a rat w ill drive Us com­ 
rades from their nest. As a usual thing, 
however, 
the bell beoomes detached 
from the |K-st to which it was tied be­ 
fore the desired end is attaint'd. 
But a 
strong wire is expected to circum van!

The common earthworm, despised by 
man aud heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfills a part la nature that would seem 
incredible but for the facts revealed by 
the patient rad long continued researches 
of Darwin. “ Worms,” says Darwin, 
“ have played a more important part in 
the history of the world than most per­ 
sons would at first suppose. ” Let us 
follow Darwin and see how this appar­ 
ently insignificant creature has changed 
the face of nature. We will first consider 
the habits and mode of life of the earth­ 
worm. As every ono knows, the worms 
live in burrows in the superficial layer 
of tho ground. They cj^ live anywhere 
in a layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several months. 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very oold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. 
The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in small cham­ 
bers in whioh they can turn round. 
The burrows are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. Large qusn- 
ties of earth are swallowed by the 
worms for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable matter contained in it, on 
which they feed. 
The earth thus swal­ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, forming 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obtains food and at the same 
time excavates its burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, mainly for food, but also to 
plug the mouths of the burrows for tho 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially ffet: 'They w ill also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as am ie, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night 
The earthworm has no eyes, but ii 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. 
The whole body is sensitive to 
touch. 
There appears to be some sense 
of smell, but this is limited to a certain 
artiolos of food, whioh are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm aopears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way in which 
it draws the leaves into its burrows, al­ 
ways judging whioh is the best end to 
draw them in by. This is remarkable in 
so lowly organized an animal, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organi­ 
zation. 
For instance, the ant ca* often 
be seen dragging objects along traversely 
instead of taking them the easiest way. 
As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth are 
continually being 
passed 
through the bodies of worms and voided 
on the surface as castings. When it ii 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acra.of ordinary land suitable for them 
to livo in is 53,000, we eau imagine the 
great effect whioh they must have on 
the soil. 
They are, in fact, continually plow­ 
ing the land. At oue part of tho ali­ 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or hard muscular organ, capable of 
grinding food into fine particles. 
It is 
this gizzard which is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, and it is aided by 
Finall stones swallowed with the earth, 
which act as millstones. 
In 
consequence 
of 
the 
immense 
amount 
of 
earth continually being 
brought to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such as stones, rocks, etc., lying on the 
surface will iu course of time become 
gradually buried in the ground. Owing 
to the burial of stones aud other objects 
by the action of worms, ancien* monu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
other objects of antiquity have been pre­ 
served. 
These have been 
gradually 
buried by the worms and so preserved 
from the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of the ac­ 
tion of worms found, to whioh action 
their preservation was mainly due. The 
sinking of tho foundations of old build­ 
ings is due to the action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unless the 
foundations are laid lower than the 
level at which the worms can work— 
namely, about eight feet below the sur­ 
face. 
Another useful effect produced by 
worms is the preparation of the soil fox 
the growth of seedlings. By their agency 
die soii is periodically sifted and expos 
id to the air, aud iu this way is able to 
let ai ii moisture and absorb soluble sub­ 
stances of use for tho nutrition of plants 
—Know ledge.
